nai, Dortch talked about the 
events and central personalities 
of what has been dubbed “‘Pear- 
lygate.”” 

And: he wept’. when he talked 
about his early years at First 
Assembly. 

“It's because of this church 
that I entered the ministry. I 
want to kneel down at that altar 
and-haye the pastor-and the 
elders of the church pray for 
me,’” he said. 

The-interview took place in 
Charlie's’ Restaurant on Nameoki 
‘Road, two blocks from where 
Dortch grew up, on Myrtle Ave- 
nue. Ironically, Thursday was 
the one-year ..‘‘anniversary’!~of 
Dortch’s defrocking. He can now 
ly for reinstatement to the 
ry, but the Safety Harbor, 
-resident said he does not 
intend to do so. 

Dortch admitted Thursday 
that helped to arrange the pay- 
ment to Jessica Hahn and 
named the source of the money: 
a man closely involved in PTL’s 
$40 million Heritage Grand Hotel 
and a theme park, both in Fort 
Mill. 

If Dortch had it to do again, 
he said he would have urged Jim 
Bakker to ‘‘face the problem.’ 

Instead, Dortch said, he fol- 
lowed Bakker’s instructions to 
“Do what you have to do” about 
alledged blackmail .demands 





involving’ the Jessica Hahn 
affair. 

Dortch said he received in the 
mail- a ‘proposed lawsuit"’ 


“thaiming—damages— of $12.3 mitt- 
lion, which. later was.bargained 
down to $265,000. Bakker contin- 
ues to deny any knowledge of. 
hush money. 

Dortch said at first he didn’ t 
believe Hahn’s story of being 
Gruggéd and forced to have sex 
with Bakker: ‘It seemed too 
preposterous.” 

But when Hahn called again 
two weeks later, Dortch flew to 
New York and met with Hahn 
and a woman who introduced 
herself as a paralegal secretary. 
Dortch still didn't believe it. 

Dortch said that. when he 
faced Bakker with the accusa- 
tion, Bakker denied raping 
Hahn, but admitted, ‘There is a 
problem."” 





“Said Dortch: ‘I don’t believe 
her story to this day, but I-do 
believe there was a sexual tryst. 
Jim’s admitted that.” 

‘After the alleged rape, Hahn 
sold her story to Playboy and 
posed in the raw for photos that 
appeared in the magazine. 

Dortch has other moments 
seared_into-his memory, such as 
hearing the news over—his~ ear 
radio that he and Bakker had 
been defrocked by the Assem- 
blies of God. 

It was May 5, 1987. The 5 
o’clock news was on as he and 
his. wife drove on U.S.-19 near 
Clearwater, Fla. The previous 
day, he had declined to appear 
before the North Carolina Dis- 
trict Presbytery of the Assem- 
blies of God to explain his 
actions. 

“Jerry Falwell had canned me 
before the whole nation on the 
28th of April,’’ Dortch said. “On 
the day he fired me, I was dead. 
Twas decimated. 

“You’ve got to understand, I 
had never before encountered a 
problem I couldn’t handle. I had 
certainly never been publicly 
humiliated.’’ 

Dortch said he has been see- 
ing a psychiatrist for months. 

Yet he manages to find humor 
in some of what has happened. 
He said a Catholic mother supe- 
rior in Chicago who has become 
his pen pal told him, “I don't 
understand your church. In our 
church, we throw you out if you 
(do) tell on the man (Bakker)."’ 

The laughter begins to ‘bubble 
up. “In your church, they throw 
you out if you don't. You have a 
very funny church!” 

The humor shows again in his 
account of his last ‘days at the 
storm-tossed helm of the PTL 
Club. Bakker stepped down on 
March 19, 1987. Fundameptalist 
Jerry Falwell took over that 
day, named Dortch interim host, 
and announced an internal probe 


‘xir,—to_be conctuded———_Born—Sept-—3, 1920, in Dover,— 


April 28. 

On the 28th, Dortch was dis- 
missed. ‘‘I sat down and counted 
up-the days — 40 days and 40 
nights, and then. the flood 
came." That bubbling laughter 
started again. 

“I thought, ‘Oh Lord, -where’s 
the dove that’s going to come?’” 

In his first sermon at the helm 
of the PTL, Dortch said, ‘‘We 
will move forward, and we will 
see our God walk us through the 
storm.” 

It was suggested to. Dortch 
that his laughter sounded like he 
had come safely through his per- 
sonal storm. 

“Igo. home and cry about it 
every night.’*
